Sorry it's taken so long to respond... 

The Melrose BID works with Pastor Steve Weller of Venice Foursquare Church to coordinate the provision of homeless 
services to those in need within the Melrose BID area. We are not able to work outside of that area because of legal 
constraints on our funding. At the same time, Pastor Weller has great difficulty in providing services to areas that can not 
provide the necessary financial support for them. It costs him about $1 ,400 per placement, which is very cost-efficient when 
looking at governmental and other nonprofit costs for similar services. At the same time, it's a lot of money for community- 
based organizations that don't have much. 

Pastor Weller has provided an extraordinary service within the Melrose BID area. He has been particularly effective and 
placed a number of individuals in appropriate service venues. We also use his services in the Westchester BID area, which 
has enjoyed substantial business financial support.
